The plenary session of the Naval 
Conference adjourned, after carry- 
ing Mr. H. L. Stimson’s proposal to 
appoint a committee to consider 
questions on the method of pro- 
cedure included in the agenda. It 
ia understood that the conference is) 
within measurable distance of 
solution of the problem of method, | 
which hitherto has divided it. 

Mr. A. V. Alexandér stated that 
Great Britain completely agreed 
with the’ United States and Japan. 
Great Britain was fully prepared to 
consider some system of the trans-; 
ference of tonnage, provided it 
applied only to less powerful types 
of ships. 

Fixing the Tonnage 

The committee appointed by, the 
Naval Conference is “steering” 
(standing orders) the committee 
which will deal with the agenda 
eubmitted by France, Britain, and 
Italy.’ The American delegate, Mr. 
Hugh Gibson, explained that the 
category, method and limitation of 
warships (as supported by Britain, 
American and Japan) favours the 
allocation of a specific tonnage to 
each navy for each type of ship; 
whereas the global system (urged 
by France), fixes the total tonnage 
of each navy, but allows a nation 
on its tonnage as it

‘ference, when the French suggested 
a compromise, which has a most 
important bearing at present, as it 
provides the category method with 
the transference of tonnage from 
one category to another after a 
year’s notice. The United States 
agreed to a compromise in 1929, 
because they recognised the ten- 
dency of small navies towards 
apectalisation.

In other words, as was 
pointed out at the tourist aasocla- 
tion meeting, tourists entering the 
Dominion spent $260,000,000 there 
while Canadians - travelling abrond 
spent $103,000,000, 
led the Dominion statistician, R. H. 
Coates, to remark:—"“Our lakes, 
mountains rivers, . general atmos- 
phere and .other things which 
visitors pay .to enjoy may be re- 
garded in the light of exportable 
commodities, the supply of which 
never grows leas as it does with 
minerals, timber and the like. 

Montreal was the scene of the 
converging of the tourist forces for 
a week and it was particularly 
significant that at the time when 
such’ a strong impetus was being 
given to that line of business, the 
Canadian National Railways should 
release its complete. plan for the 
great undertaking to Montreal. 
The tourist agencies took their im- 
portant, step at a meeting held at 
the Mount Royal Hotel under tho 
chairmanship of Colonel Ralph 
| Webb, mayor-elect of Winnipeg and 
owner of the Marlborough Hotel 
there. 

There was the frankest discussion 
and the offering of several resalu- 
tions, all representatives to the 
meeting evidently having the idea 


of unification well established even 
to the details of particular features, 


Succinctly stated, the objects as 
expressed are:—“To provide a 
medium for an exchange of know- 
ledge, ideas and experiences deal- 
ing with the promotion of tourist 
traffic, conventions and publicity 
work; to afford united action in the 
matter of desirable Jaws and ‘re- 
gulations and: the defeat of unjust 
or unreasonable legislation; and 
generally to maintain an organiza- 
tion devoted to the general welfare 
of its members.” 
More Roadways Demanded 

There resolutions were passed. 
The first stated that the attention 
of the Dominion Government should 
he called to the desirability of 
extending the, work carried on by 
the department of the interior by 
advertising Canada. as a whole in 
Europe and in the United States 
with a view to bringing new people 
to Canada as tourists or settlers; 
the second resolution was that the 
members of provincial organisations 
should urge their respective govern- 
ments to pass uniform legislation 
and preventing the distribution of 
unauthorized information; the third 
was to the effect that the Dominion 
Government be asked to take into 
consideration a3 a national ‘policy 
and as a means of assisting in the 
problem of unemployment the early 
construction and completion of a 
highway west from Sault Ste. 
Marie, Ont, to Schreiber, Ont.; and 
that the Ontario and Federal gov- 
ernments jointly undertake the 
completion of the highway. between 
Fort William and ‘Kenora, thus 
ensnaring the. completion of | the 
Trans-Canada Highway.

SIR A. ANDERSON ON POSITION 
IN AUSTRALIA 


ORIENT LINE PROGRESS 
. London, Dec, 21, 1929. 
Presiding over the annual 
meeting of the Orient Steam 
Navigation Company, Sir Alan 
G. Anderson (the chairman) not 
only revealed the prosperity of the 
but analysed the 
situation of Anglo-Australian 
shipping and trade developments. 
The Chairman, in moving the 
adoption of the report and ac- 
counts, sald:-— 


to make 


In order comparison 


| easy we alter the form of our ac- 


count as little and as seldom‘as 
possible, but this year you 
will notice changes due to 
the new Company Law. - Our 
investments sre now separ 
ated and shown as:— Fleet, 
premises, &c., £3,450,000;  invest- 
ments, £1,817,000—a total of 
£6,267,000, which is roughly 
£100,000 more than the single 
item fleet, plant, and investments 
shown in the halance-sheet last 
year, . 

Each of these two items of In- 
vestment has been fully written 
down. On the other side of the 
balance-sheet the creditors are 
£170,000' less than. last year, be- 
cause during the year we haye 
paid off part of our debt to build. 
ers for new tonnage, 


‘Our profit and loss account 
shows that the profit on the year’s 
‘working was £391,000, a3 against 
£450,000 last year and £895,000 
the year before. As things have 
been and are, and atill more ‘as 
things are about to be, we hope 
this will seem to you o good re- 
sult, I do not wish to prophesy 
evil, but whatever you may think 
about this reault, I am afraid that, 
when you look back in twelve 
months’ time, you will think it 
was very good. We ask you to ap- 
prove allocations, pensions re- 
serve £25,000, general reserve 
£125,000, which follows previous 
practice, 

Economy of Modern Steam Engine 

As to the ,details of expense, I 
have nothing of special interest, 
except perhaps to call your atten- 
tion to the remarkable economy 
of the modern steam engine. 
After allowing for ‘the difference 
between oil and coal .our new 
20,000 ton ‘steamers burn rather 
leas per mile than our 12,000-ton 
steamers built 20 years ago. Our 
Ormonde is only 12 years old, but 
the gain In economy has been so 
rapid that we have this: year re- 
placed the turbines of Ormonde, 
and the fue! we save will pay for 
the new turbines ‘fn some three 
years, . — 

During the year. Messrs. 
Vickers, of Barrow, delivered the 
Orontes, and, she is now on her 
first voyage. We now have five 
of these 20,000-ton ships, The 
more I voyage on them the more 
grateful I am to thelr builders 
(Messrs, Vickers built four and 
Messrs. John Brown one), and to 
our officials and colleagues who, 
with the builders, took infinite 
pains over their details. : 

It Ja a large order for a small 
company Hike us to organise five 
new ships In six years, but our 
commanders, officers and men, 
with the help of our staff Jn Lon- 
don and Australia, have tackled

blame, we hear much more praise. 
In’ particular I’ noticed on every 
ship that the officers and men 
were quite obviously doing thelr 
best to make passengers comfort- 
able, and this is just the welcome 
we all want whem we travel. 1 
have been to Australia twice in the 
last three years. 
Successful Cruises 

Our revenue, as you know, Is 
derived mainly from passengers. 
We served 6% million meala last 
yenr. Of the passenger revenue 
we derive approximately half from 
third class, Almost all our third- 
class possengers travel on busi- 
ness and pleasure to and from 
Australia. Of our first-class pas- 
sengera, last year only half in 
number. could be described as 
through’ traffic with Australia. 
We ran 11 cruises and, except for 
one mishap, about which you 
heard 12 months ago, they were 
a success, and we had much 
praise from passengers to pass on 
to the ships’ companies. Crulses 
never show, enough profit to pay 
the full hire of a:ship, and the 
number of cruises offered this 
year out-distanced the demand. 
In 1929, for. instance, the berths 
offered for Mediterranean crulses 
excerded by 50 per cent. the 
ber’ ; offered in 1928, with the 
natural result, that some ships 
went very short. 

Australian Progress 

In these various ways we at- 
tract business and pleasure travel 
to the sea and to supplement the 
revenue from our main trade with 
Australia;: but our’ chief concern 
{n looking ahead is the barometer 
of British and Australian pros- 


perity, and in neither of these coun-: 


tries, which are 80 closely finked in 
trade, Is the ‘barometer set fair, 
although no one who visits Aus- 
tralia from time to time can fail 
to see how fast she has grown, 
In proof ‘of this I gave you soma 
figures last year, and will not re- 
peat ‘them. England cannot show 
such clear ‘signs of progress. 
British trade is complex, and we 
have suffered so much in some 
great staple exports ’that we may 
overlook our general well-being. 

Under the Empire Settlement 
Act, Australia in ‘each of the 
years 1925 and 1926 received some 
82,000. settlers. - In 1928 only 
20,000 were, sent, and until condi- 
tions improve ¢ven this reduced 
figure will shrink. As expensive 
ships have been built to carry a 
present 82,000, and the increase 
which was expected, it ia evident 
that for some years third-class ac- 
commodation will far exceed the 
traffic, while with her decreased 
buying power and increased tariff, 
the space offered for cargo to 
Australia will exceed the cargo 
by even more than it has recent- 
ly. 

In England we have a ‘similar 
situation. ' Almost inevitably, as 
industry spreads in new countries, 
the share of old countries shrinks, 
In 14 years since 1918, the- Unit- 
ed Kingdom's share of world ex- 
ports has fallen 18 per cent. and 
Ex- 
cluding the United Kingdom from 
Europe, Europe's share of world 
exports has fallen 17 per cent., 


‘rather more than ours. 


Looked at from outside, the 
partial bankruptcy of, a rival 
country appears as a direct gift 
to’ its exporting nationals, ‘and We 
have suffered severely from, the 
currency collapse and low wages 
of our neighbours, but even bank- 
ruptcy can he carried too far, 
and Russia’ in her distress lost 
two-thirds of her trade. In the 
result, our..export trade seems to 
have ‘suffered Jess than the trade 
of Europe, either because of or 
in spite of these miseries, so per- 
haps, after all, a stable currency 
and a contented people have an 
economic ‘value. ..

The amount that Australia has 
available to spend abroad, add- 
ing together her exports and loans 
to her from overseas, will next. 
year probably fall short -of the 
amount disposable in: recent years 
by at least £30,000,000, or 17 per 
cent, I saw a much bigger figure 
the other day. 

Nor can the United Kingdom 
show a very healthy trade bal- 
anee. Looking back on economic 
history, {t seems that ‘when our 
sky clouds, Australia has a bad 
time, too, and “history Is repeat- 
ing itself. Wo and Australia are 
suffering from the same com- 
plaint, and perhaps must take the 
same medicine. Here and in 
Australia costs are too high or 
production is not high enough. 
Admitting all the more comfort- 
ing features, ‘we have the dis- 
quieting fact that our staple in- 
dustries, coal, cotton ‘and steel, 
are in sorry plight, and, if these 
fail, we shall find it increasingly 
difficult to keep our oversea trade 
and to feed our people. : 

; Free Nations 

These two free’ nations, Auatra- 
Na and Britain, agree in having 
carried democratic lberty to its 
logical extreme. We. and they 
seek good wages, reasonable 
leisure and comfort. We and 


they spend generously to help the| 


young and the old. We agree in 
this policy, but to pay our bills 
we must sell our goods, and low 
production will not pay high coats. 
When, by a common effort of em- 


ployers and employee, Great Bri- 


tain and Australia can once again 
produce: thelr main staple exports 
at the right price, our health will 
have returned and the strength 
of each will help the other. 
Prosperity is catching, and 
spreads even faster from one re- 
lative to another than between, 
strangers. An active clan spirit 
helps the whcle clan. Our own, 
folk in the British Dominions pro- 
duce food. and raw material we 
need in Great Britain and it is 
good business as well as good 
feeling to buy from them. For 
these essential supplies it is safer 
to rely upon fellow-citizens than 
upon foreigners, and our kinsmen 
are our beat customers.’ These 
are atrong arguments, but I am 
not sure that the ‘policy is yet 
ripe for, electoral propaganda. 
Much 28 we resemble each other 
in our methods, our fortunes and 
our ideas, we and the Australians 
are in fiscal policy antipodean, 
Of British voters, the few who 
read statistics will remark that 
the two largest purchasers of on: 
exports are India and Aystralla, 
the one with teeming millions, the 
other with few but very friendly 
buyers—long may their’ number 
and the friendship grow! 
and-fourth come the United States 
and Germany. In 15 years from 
1913, in spite of the marvellous 
prosper-ty of the United States 
and our great burdens, our pur- 
chases from the United States 
have grown more than twice. as’ 
much in value as our sales to 
them have grown. Our trade with 
the United States is of great 
value, but one Australian buys as 
much of our goods as 22 citizeng 
of the United States. What da- 
duction “the few who read statis. 
tics will draw from them may 
perhaps depend on where they 
read them, and it may be that 
“after much argument about it, 
they will go out by the same door

Invalided- From the 
Police Vorce 


18 YEARS’ SERVICE | 


Invalided from the Hong Kong 
Police after eighteen years? service, 
Sub-Inspector E. J. Field will’ sail 
for Home with his family by the 
P.& 0. 5.9, Mantua to-morrow, 

Mr. Field arrived in the Colony 
in October 1909, being then attach: 
ed to the 88th Company, Royal 
Garrison Artillery, and joined the 
Police on Jaly 24, 1921. In March, 
1917, he became Lance-Sergeant, 
and in January, 1920, was given the 
full rank of Sergeant. Promotion 
to the runk of Sub-Inapector follow. 
ed in June, 1923. : 

In September, 1916, Mr. Field 
wad commended by the Captain 
Superintendent of Police for dill- 
xence in securing the arreat of four 
robbers who had killed or wounded 
Several persons on board a junk 
at Tal Tam Tuk Bay. Two of the 
arrested men were sentenced to 
death. The Executive Council also 
commended him for his prompt ac- 
tion In connection with this case, 
In April, 1918, he was again com: 
mended for zeal and Intelligence in

Award of Medals 

The Police Medal (4th Class) 
was awarded to Mr. Field in July, 
1919, for zeal and diligence display- 
ed in the arrest of two Chinese for 
the attempted murder ‘of two 
Parsees at 22, Peel Street. Tho 
men were sentenced at the Criminal 
Sessions to seven years’ hard labour 
und 18 strokes of the “cat,” 

In November of the same year 
the Royal Humane Society award- 
ed him a testimonial for having 
gone to the rescue of an American 
named FI’, T. James, who was, in 
imminent danger of drowning in 
the harbour and whose life he wale 
lantly saved. 

With his promotion to 
rank of Sergeant in January, 1920, 
the 8rd Class Police Medal’ was 
awarded for his services in connec: 
tion with un urre’t in the West 
Point motor bandit case. The 
C, S. P. again commended, Mr, 
Field in October, 1922, for_sood 
Work done in Yatimati and distriet 
during, that year, 

During his service of nearly cigh- 
teen years, Mr. Field served for 
cight years with the detective 
staff, ending in July, 1924,  Dur- 
ing the period when crime was at 
its worst in Yaumati in 1922, ‘he 
was Detective-Inspector in charge.

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REPAIR PARTS 


Steady Decline on 
** Sales _. 


The achlevement of ‘the automo- 
bile industry In offering cars which 
not only provide a constantly higher 
standard of performance, but which 
cost their owners leas and lesa to 
maintain Is emphasized in recently 
compiled figures showing the steady 
decline in the, sale of repair part 
per automobile in use. 

A conerete example of this pro- 
gress is the atatement that sales of 
Studebaker repair parts have shrunk 
from $12.41 per car in operation in 
1922 to $7.49 last year.

Thousands of pounds are spent 
every year fn Britain by Indian 
Princes and Rajahs on luxurioualy- 
fitted special hunting motor-cara in 
which the occupants can take meals 
and ‘even sleep. 

Two of these hunting cars have 
just been shipped to the Jam Sahib 
of Nawanagar, better known as 
Prince Ranjitsinhji, the famous 
cricketer, and ancther has just 
been sent to-the-King of Uganda. 

Britain’s reputation for mechanl- 
cal reliability and for special 
conchwork designs caused one or 
two wealthy sportsmen’ of the East 
to order cars suitable for travelling 
in the jungle, This was found to 
be auch an improvement on the dis- 
comfort of the Safari that now 
nearly every potentate Prince and 
Maharajah owns ‘his hunting car, 
which is almost as a matter of 
course ordered from Britain. 

Wonderful Colours 

The personal tastes of the owner 
are always ombodied in the dosign 
and wonderful colour schemes are 
orderad, such ‘as séa green and 
cream, scarlet, silver'and lemon 
yollow. Sometimes all the interior 
fittings, including the steering 
wheel and gear lever, are made of 
ivory, sometimes of fine inlald 
wood. . : ;

Govern Your Motor 
Cir’s Power 


The power of your motor 
depends | on four important cone 
siderations, according to “Mr. C. 

_ Lauritsen, General Manager of the 
Dragon Motor Car Co. There are: 
1. Full compression, 
2. Perfect valve action. 
3. Proper ignition, 
‘A. Proper carburetion mixture, 

Any or all of © these’ factors may 
wause in engine to lose power and, 
therefore, ‘result’ in great logy of 
ceonomy in motoring. Bach re- 
quires constant care and attention 
in order to keep the engine in per: 
fect operation, 

‘To have. full compression, ¢om- 
plete lubrication must be maintain- 
ed to prevent scoring of the eylin- 
ders,. The valves must seat square. 
ly into their positions and the valve 
springs must work efficiently .to 
avoid letting: some of the explosive 
charge in the evlinders eseape bes 
fore the valves shut tight, 

Loss of compression results in a 
weak explosion in the cylinder and 
the suction of a smaller charge of 
fuel inte the chamber, Besides, 
a part of even this reduced charge 
may eseape before firing, and the 
part that does explode may not have 
ita full effect on the piston if some 
of this force escapes through somo’ 
erick or other opening, 

A-worn, scored or cracked cylin. 
der is one means by which such ex- 
plosive Kipes can escape before they 
can exert their foree on the piston, 
The pistons may have cracked, ‘or 
the rings muy have become gummed, 
worn or broken, ‘The valves might 
be pitted and warped and their 
stems bent so that the valves cannot 
Seat properly. Any or all of these 

+faults may cause loss of comprag- 
sion and resultant power, 

Loss of power may result also 
from leaks of the explosive gas 
through cracked or improperly 
seated spark plugs. 

If the valve action is not just 
right, power again will be sacrificed, 
Wear, which grinding of the valves 
will remedy, can cause such faulty 
action, Sometimes the valve tappets 
may not be giving sufficient open 
ing, or may be set to give too much 
opening—which would result in 

, under or over supply of fuel. 

The valves may not be properly 
timed, and this may cause havoc 
with the entire engine—knocking, 
missing and lack of proper fuel 
mixture when needed. : 

Timing of Ignition 
In order that the engine may 
work properly, that the pistons 
may be forced down atthe exact 
time each is designed’ to be, tho 
spark ineach cylinder must bo 
timed to the exuct instant. Other: 
wise pre-Ignition, or detonation, or 
missing of ‘the engine will occur, 
The exact timing of the ignition is 
as important as the Proper timing 
of the valves. All of these 
functions must work in unfaon or 
the engine will merely sputter and 
lose power, i? Ay 

Any part of the entire ignition 
system, from battery to the dis. 
tributor, may be the cause ‘of this 
trouble. Only’ a competent ‘elec 
trical mechanic should touch this 
part of the system. It is too com- 
Plicated for the average motorist. 

The carburettor may be adjusted 
80 that the proper combustible 
mixture will be fed to the cylin- 
ders of the motor, yet proper com- 
Pression will not tesult unleas this 
fuel mixture is also used properly. 
The spark must be hot and Propere + 
ly timed, ‘ 

The mixture consists usually of 
about 15 parts of air to one of 
gasoline by weight, but in cold 
weather thik proportion will have to 
be reduced. Whatever the ratio, 
it must be such aa to give the 
Sreatest energy when it is ignited 
dy the spark. The more com- 
bustible the mixture, and the 
hotter the spark, the greater is tha 
resultant pressure on the Pistons, 
Provided, of course, there are no 

. hidden leakages. . : :
